MINING IN CARIBOO. 



Horselly Gold Miniuff Company Rapidly 
Coniplotinir Their Plant 
For Hydranlicing:. 



Water Turned On the Cariboo Mine 
Last Friday— Bicb 
Pay Dirt. 



The manager of the Horsefly Gold Mining 
Co., Mr. R. T. Ward, Is baok from Cariboo, 
arriving laab nighb by tbe Charmer. He ia 
staying at tho Driard, and Is accompanied 
by Mr, M. W. Harlow, a San Franoisco 
ebareholder in the company, who has been 
up to see the ' property. As soon as the 
litigation in tite oonrbs here was settled in 
the company's favor, ten days ago, Mr. 
Ward went tip to Cariboo, and now 65 men 
are at work, -10 slnloicg and 15 on the right 
of way, the surveyors having finished 
their work. There are four miles of ditch 
to make and the water will be brought on 
to the ground through two miles of pipe. 
Three thousand inches of water with a fall 
of 304 feet will bo conducted through this 
plpo for liydraalioing, which the company 
will be prepared to start in the spring, as all 
the necassary maohlnory and pipe will be 
gob in poaibicn tbia autumn. The property 
contains overSOOaores andhaabeen thorough, 
ly tested, there bjing 30 shafts to bedrock, 
and 3,000 feet of tunnelling. Mr. Ward 
states that the dirt will average fully $1 a 
yard, and the water-power will enable from 
2,000 to 3,000 cubic yards of dirt a day to 
be handled. The mine baa for a number of 
years past been thoroughly dovolopod, fully 
§100,000 having been spent on It, so the 
company are in a good position to know 
jusb whab ib will produce. There are pumps, 
eoglnes, eaw mill and all necessary 
machinery upon tho grounds. Ab 
preeeub water la being pumped for 
sluicing, v.'liich will I13 continued till tho 
hydraulic plant la ready for use Mr. 
Harlow brought down with him §220 in 
gold taken out by four men with cradles In 
three days. 

Speaking of other minea in Cariboo, Mr. 
Ward stated that the Herat fly hydraulic 
mine ia lookinp very well; two giants, ono 
5 inch the othut T Inch, are being operated, 
and Mr. Hobaon informed Mr. Ward that 
he expected to send down the biggest briok 
thab ever came from Ciriboo after tbe nezb 
clean up. 

On tho Cariboo claim on the South Fork 
tho fourteen- mile ditch is completed and 
liydrnulielng was started last Friday. Mr. 
Ward was nob at the mine, however. 

Tho wagon road from the 150 Mile house 
to the Horsefly is now in good condition for 
teaming and proves to be of wonderful 
aeaistaBoe t& that part of the oonntry, 
oapeclally in bringing in freight. Messrs. 
Ward and Harlow are on their way to San 
Frunoiaoo on bnsinosa.

Ottawa, Aug. 22 — As the outoome of 
the condemnatory character of the Ontario 
commiaaion'a report upon tho Ottawa aopar- 
ato schools, the chairman of the French aec- 
tion of the board goea to Montreal to-mor- 
row with an ultimatum to Brother Flaralenj 
head of the order, which will request that 
tho Brothora employ three Ecgliah teachers 
and introduco tho Dominion or Sadler's 
series of text books. Tho aohool term be- 
gins on Monday, and unless the Brothers 
consent to tho proposal tho schools will re- 
main oloaed until lay teachers are engaged 
to replace the Brothers In uU the Ftenoh 
classes, as has already boen done in the 
English separate sohoola here. 

Entries for the Dominion rifie matches 
are pouring in again, giving the secretary 
and staff all they o^n do to keep' np with 
the rush, and giving promise alto of one of 
the largest gatherings of riflemen in the his- 
tory of the Btdeau range. 

Since 1894 there has been a wonderful ex-, 
pansion of the Canadian parcel post arrange- 
ments, more than a score of important 
routes having been added ' to' the system. 
The post oiBce department haa been obliged 
to issue an.entirely new sohedale of parcel 
ratos to come into operation on October 1.

Launch at Portsmouth of the Latest Addition 
to the VrltlBh Fleet. 

PoniSMOUTii, Aug. 22 — In tho presence 
of the Dako and Duchess of York, Right 
Ho:^. Qeorge J. Oosohen, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and a large number of dlstin 
gaished pnraona, the new Britlah battleship 
Prince George waa launched here this after- 
noon.

27^, feet. Her displacement is 25,000 tons.

BEGG'S BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The Opinion E.TiircQBcll of It by tlio ".Scottish 
(ieoKrii-iihlcal MiiKHzlne." 

The Scottish Geographical Magazine, Ed- 
inburgh, for August, has tho following 
notloo of Mr. Hagg'a History of British 
Columbio : " A hiatory of liritiah Colum- 
bia, consisting of 5G0 closely written octavo 
pages, might well strike terror into tho 
heart of a oonsolontious reviewer ; bub, open- 
ing tho book at random, wo soon diRoovurod 
that tho task of reading it would bo a most 
pleaaant one, and wo havo no doubt that 
other readers will agree with us. Mr. Bogg 
traces tho hiatory of British Columbia down 
to tho pr.csent time, from the days when 
Captain Cook first landed there in 1778, 
through the porlod of tho fur traders, prop- 
erly beginning with Alexander Mackenzie's 
memorable journey in 1793, and the 
Colonial period whioh datea from 1840. 

Althongh he ohronioles the mosfe minute 
details oi its history, he is never dull ; and 
there is bo mnoh of the personal and purely 
human element in the narrative, in the shape 
of adventurous deeds and daring enterprises, 
that the book often reads like a romanue. 
The author deserves great pralae from tho 
atndonb of geography for tho very lull and 
Interesting account of tho natural features, 
the resources and the aooial condition of ooe 
M-lijie finest provinces of the Dominidu; 
Sdotehmen, eapeolally, should feel gratefnl, 



(From tho WinnipoB ireo Press.! 
To meet the requirements of their inoreaa- 
ing trade the Hudaon'a Bay Co, are carry- 
ing on, or have already oomplated this year, 
several vary important buildings.

The Calgary 
stone, than whioh thero are few more beau- 
tiful and suitable for baildinga, is being 
used, and when completed the Hudson's 
Bay Company store will be an ornament to 
this progressive place. 

Farther west at Kamloops a new store 
haa been completed. The oompany'a old 
property lies in the extreme western portion 
of the town, and to meet the neoeesitlea of 
business they have moved to the more buai- 
neea part of the town, and have juab com- 
pleted a briok and stone store, two stories 
high, whioh la In keeping with the character 
of the other buildings of this Western city, 
and is well situated for business purpoaeu. 

At Vanconver, in addition to the fine gen- 
eral store, which stands on Granvilla street, 
oppoaito the Hotel Vancouver, the Hud- 
son's Bay Company now have a large and 
commodious warehouse on Water street, 
which is used for the storage of thoir own 
goods, and for general storage and waro- 
hoaaing purpoeoa. It ia a four-atory atonu 
and briok building, 80x112, whioh forms ono 
of the most convenient ivarehousoa tho com- 
pany poescsses, and tho beBt|of its kind In 
Vancouver. It is adjacent to the railway 
and the principal wharves, and a spur rail- 
way having been run up to it, it is ex- 
tremely aultablo for the handling of a whole- 
sale stock and the storage of goods. 

To return eaatward, one finds at Rab 
Portage another now building recently com- 
pleted, in extension to tho existing store. 
The reiiuirements of this beautiful watering 
place are annually inorea-iing, and to keep 
pace with the times the Hudson's Uiy Com- 
pany have added to tho former atoro a build- 
ing of stono, t«o Btorioa high. 

The unfortunate fire at Prince Albert last 
winter, whereby tho company's mill and 
elevator, just renovated and,improved, were 
completely destroyed, has, it Is pleasant to 
observe, not had the effeot of making the 
company faint-hearted.

At tho Fort Garry millH at Winnipeg, 
during tho past aoasoD, much haa beon douo 
to meet tho requlromonte of modern milling, 
Tho building has boon placed upon a atono 
foundation, and much of tho machinery haa 
boon changed for tho moat modern and moat 
improvod, and the mill, while by no means 
as large aa many others, is a complete in> 
stitution. 

It la encouraging to the average settler, 
merchant or resident of tho Northwest to 
aeo that this vast and important trading 
organization is thus showing ita faith In tho 
future of this country. The buildings are 
ill pliln a-ii (iubitantial, but they meet tho 
requirements of the development of the 
trade of the vast Northwest, The Hudson's 
Bay Company is thus certainly pursuing a 
progressive, yeb cautious policy, and ono 
whioh cannot fall to result in good to tho 
ooiinbry and to the company.

Of the five exoacsion trips which the 
eteamor Qneeo tana mftda to Alaalia thia year 
the last, aooordlng to her orew, was the 
fineab. She reached here botweon S and 
o'olocli last evening after having called at 
Vanconver to land a large party of touriata 
goloR Sat over the C.P.R. On leaving 
Glaoier Biy the Queen paaaed the ateatn 
yacht Eleanor with the Slater party on 
board inward bound, and bad aeon her aev- 
eral timea previoaaly. Among the paasen- 
gera who oams down on the Queen 
were aeven miners who had spent 
the summer at Cook'a Inleb, Thoy formed a 
party of tan who oamo down to Sitka on 
the schooner K'ida and are now roturning 
to Colorado and Calitornia. There is plenty 
of gold In elghb at Cook'a inlet, they say, 
but of auoh a light quality that when sub- 
mitted to the water teat It provea toobuoyanb 
to bo protitably mined. Men who have been 
mining la the looality for eight and ten years 
are UnaDcially stranded and ure indebted to 
the Alaska Commoroial Co. for from §1,000 
to $3,000. The averago wages earned is 
about 7;) conta a day and thia lias to bo 
worked hard for. 

At Six-Milo croek a holo twelve foot deep 
was dug and gold was discovered for six 
feet down, bui further no sign of it waa vis- 
ible. Ibis, one of the miners who arrived 
Bays, is a good illnstration of bow plentiful 
gold ia In the territory they come from. 

SAILS THIS MORmUO, 

Owing to further delay ab Vancouver, the 
K.M.S. AVarrimoo will nob leave here for 
the South until 8 o'clock thia morning, but 
aooording to arrangomenta will bo at the 
outer dock several houra earlier. She 
win have a full frelghtgoing out, and among 
the cargo shipped from Vancouver ia a big 
conaignmont of canned aalmon, which Robt.

ISISH VICEROY'S STATE ENTRY. 

Earl Cailogan Formally Asauniea Ollico— No 
Welcome From tiie Unnidpal Anthori- 
ties of OabUn. 

Dkblin, Ang. 22— The formal state 
entry into the city of the new Irish viceroy, 

the Earl of Cadogan, took plauu thia after- 
noon. U|)on hia arrival at Kingatown the 
viceroy waa met by the oommiaaion of that 
place, who presented him with an addrcsa 
of weloome aa he landed. In reply to the 
addreaa the now Lord Lieutenant aald he 
would epare no efforta to promote the mat- 
erial intoroata of Ireland, and exproased 
hope that the admlniatration of his vioeroy- 
alty would conduce to tlio peace iind happi- 
nosa of the country. On reaching Dublin 
city, the etreeta of whicli wuro linud with 
military and orowdod with eight eetra. Lord 
Cadogan waa preRonted with an addreBS of 
welcome by tho Dublin chamber of com- 
merce, but ho waa nob similarly received by 
the corporation authoritiea. 

A MILE A MINDTE. 

Bemarkable Speed Sastulned hy Tralna In 
Bagland For a Uiatanee of Over 
Five Hundred Miles. 

LiONDON, Aug. 22.— A snataioed record of 
a mile a minute for over '>00 milea haa been 
acoompliahod by tralna over the London & 
Northwestern and the London & Groat 
Northern roads. The performance of tho 
new f Mti train of the London & Northweet- 
ern railway, which mado a new record be- 
tween London and Aberdeen, in- 
spired the London & Oreab North- 
ern to enter the rivalry with 
'tihe Northwestern. Aooordiogly a train 
was started for Aberdeen over the Great 
Northern railway yesterday for tho purpose 
of amaahlng the record made the day before. 
The Groat Northern lino runa over a differ- 
en'! route and is K( miles ahorter than tho 
Northwestern. Tho Groat Northern train 
left King's Croaa station at 8 o'clock laat 
evening and arrived at Abcr Joon, a distance 
of 527 miles, at 4:10 o'clock thia morning. 
(The Northweatorn train started nt the aame 
time and rocohcd Abordoon, 540 milea, at 
4:65 o'clock thie morning.

Ho.SGKo.N'Q, Aug. 22. — Another outrage ia 
reported to have been committed upon mla- 
aionaries near £"00 Chow, The American 
mission Is said to have been attacked by a 
large infuriated mob armed with various 
woapona. The ohapel and school houae of 
tho miaalon wore wrecked and four of the 
native eoholare wore wounded. Tho foreign 
teachers, however, escaped injury. Aatrong 
anti-foreign feeling prevaila at Fee Chow, 
and ia apreading among the population, 
who are parading the public thorough- 
faroa with cries of " Drive oat the foreign 
devila." 

London, Aug, 22.— A dispatch to the 
Timea from Hongkong, received thia after- 
noon, oonfirma the dispatch from Hongkong 
exolusively cabled to tho Associated Preoa at 
an oarly hour thia morning, announcing tho 
attack upon the American uiisaion near Foo 
Chow, and the dangeroua atate of the popu- 
lace of th^t city. According to the Times' 
dispatch tho American school ia situated 
juab outaide the weab gate of Foo Chow. The 
dispatch adds that the aituatlon la un- 
changed at Kuchong, Captain Jonea Newell, 
of the crulaor Detroit, and Dr, Hart have 
gone there from Foo Chow. More anti- 
foroign placarda and pamphleta are being 
distributed at Canton. 

WASKlNdTON, Aug. 22.— The Chinese 
gabion had nob been apprised of the laab 
attack upon bhe American misaioca by 
Chinese fanatics near Foo Chow until ahowu 
the Aeaooiated Press dispatches bringing the 
news. It Was freely admitted at the lega- 
tion that in tho present state of public feel- 
ing in China, growing ou'; of both igoorarca 
and prejadioeB of the nativea and espec illy 
beoaase of the recent war, all forelgut 1 a in 
bhe interior are in more or less danger. The 
confidence, however, was expressed at the 
legation of the inteution of the Chinese Im- 
perial govarnmenb to protect Chrlatian mia- 
aions as far as possible, and the last odlcb 
from the Emperor, iasued within the last ten 
days, waa quoted as evidence of this inten- 
tion.

word of a rate war from Honolulu to Yoko- 
hama between the Pacific Mail and the Ore- 
gon Railway & Navigation Company. The 
steerage rate waa out from $27 to S9, Tho 
San Franclaco agent of tho Oregon Railway 
& Navigation Company announcea that hia 
company'a new line of ateamora bo the Or- 
ient will hereafter compete for paaaenger aa 
well aa freight buaineas. 

The Hawaiian government haa received a 
communication from bhe .ikibish govorn- 
ment, acknowledging bhab bho military 
courc which tried those Dartioipating in the 
January uprising was legally established.

Groat Britain met and orf^anFzsd the other 
day t?!9 House of Commons, with a Ijon- 
aoi vativo m»jority of 152 in u total meraber- 
ahip of 070, unanimoualy ro-oleoted the 
Speaker, Mr. C3ully, who 1b an advanced 
Liberal, and who was obosen to anooeed Mr. 
Peel, who raaigoed toward tho end of the 
late Parliament, after a bitter partisan 
atraggle. Tlie jeeaBpn''{or '..this [aotioa was 
that tlie SpMker^onbe eleeted, Is held to be 
a non-pacbisan tlfioial. He ia expeoted to 
be, bd4 ib la ttadlcional thab be alwajra hua 
been, abaolutely impartial in his baariuj< 
toward tho reapeoblve pariiea I?. th« Honse. 
Tho condnob of the speakers of the Boaaeof 
Representatives in the Congreas of tho Uni- 
ted States akowB a sharp oontrasb. The 
Amerloan Speaker ia Sisenbiallir A partlean 
leader. It ia [mpofiaible for him to be even 
fair in his treatment of the members of the 
other party ia the House. He ia required 
to ignore them when the intoreata of his 
own party demand it, and he ia expeoted to 
preside in tho House and to ao administer 
his olii JO Hsnorally oa to advance tho intor- 
eata of tho party that elooted him at tho ex 
penao of tho other party. Thoro ia no roa 
son why thia should bo so. The diRoity of 
repreaontative govornmenb would be greatly 
enhanood if the British custom of eleoting 
and maintaining a non-partisan Speaker 
could bo subatituted for the praolioe of eleot- 
ing a party leader and oontinaiDg him in 
that capacity. 

The majoriby of the United States Houbo 
of Representabivea when obooaing a speaker 
appear to bo something like tho Irish suitor 
when ho was aaaurod by the Court that hu 
would got juatico. "Sure," said he, " it ia 
nob iastioe that I want," The majority of 
the House of Reproaentativea do not want 
juatico at the hands of the Speaker, and tbia 
is why they oleob bo the office a man who ia 
known to bo a strong partiain having a 
deep interest in tho auooosa of his party's 
Bchemos. Tho Cbroniolo ia qulto alive to 
tho unfftirnoBS of the Amerloan ayatem, but 
it does nob appear to havo tho leaeb hopo 
thab ib will ever be ohsnged. 



A SINOULAJt P&OOmDlNG. 

(The ratepayers of the city were, no doubt, 
■nrprised to learn that eo important a change 
was made in the construotion of the cofTer- 
dam as to substitute ono row of piles for tho 
two provided for by the contract, without 
cgnaalbing the Clby GounoH. The question 
whether there should be tw.o rows of piles or 
one ia, of course, a question for engineers to 
conaider. It was, however, considered by 
engineers presumably oompotenb when the 
oontraot and specifioatioa were drawn up 
The spsoifioabion required bwo rows of piles, 
and it ia reaaonabla to oonolode that thia 
requirement waa net mede wltbont good 
cause, and ib is also reasonablo to ezpeot 
thab it -would not be changed without the 
knowledge and consent of the City Council, 
ono of the parties to the contract. Ibis 
aheer nonsense to talk of auoh a change as 
thia being "a matter of minor 
detail." Ib ia absolutely essential that the 
offerdam ahonid be so oonsbrnotod 
as bo be snffiolenbly strong to reaiab bhe pres- 
sure of the water. The engineer who de- 
signed this work and drew up tho specifica- 
tions believed that two rows of piles were 
needed to make bhe work strong enough to 
do bhis, and there ia nothing before the 
Goaneil to show that he waa wrong in his 
oalonlationa. Clearly, then, it was the duty 
of the Mayor and Counoillors not to permit 
such a ohange to be made without obtaining 
the opinion of competent and impartial men 
that it might be allowed. And even then 
they should hesitate before giving their con- 
aenb to the change. She-old saying : "It ia 
better to be anre than aorry," is a wise one. 
Complete safety, in the opinion of the engin- 
eers who designed the work, required two 
jows of piles. The Council agreed to pay 
foj: two rows. What earthly reason 
oonld there be for having only ono ? 
Neither the oontraobora nor bhe Council 
were warranted in rnnntng any rlaka. The 
water supply of the city is too important a 
thing to be trifled with, and it should nob 
ba trifled with on any oonaideration or to 
pleaae any person. 

It is said that the change will save tho 
contractora some SGOO. Does anyone know 
that tho saving will ba only $900 'i The fact 
that the oontraotora will profit by tho 
change should make the Council hesitate 
before entertaining any proposals for such 
a chango. Bub wo forgot. The change waa 
niAdo without couBulting tho Council. This 
Beema to ua incrodiblG. W'a are aurpriaod 
that tho Mayor, as soon as ho heard of what 
had been done wibhoob hia knowledge, did 
nob take meaaurea to have the engineer in 
charge suaponded until enquiriea wore 
mado. For it muat nob bo forgotten that 
tho City Council, or rather those whom tho 
Councillors represent, are rosponaible for 
any daniago that may bo oauaod by tho 
woaknoaa of the cofTordam. 

The slipshod way of doing business indi 
cated by the important change being madi 
without bhe oonsent or the knowledge of 
tho City Council, soema to bo oharnctoristio 
of city work. Tho Council should inaisb on 
tho coatraot being carried out to tho letter 
and upon all their ofKoiala doing thoir duty 
faithfully, without four, favor or aCfootion 
Xbey should do their buaineaa on buslnoea 
prinoiplea. 

A. CONTRAST. 

Tho election of a political opponent aa 
Speaker of tho Houae of Commons by tho 
. Unionist majority eooma to have mado 
. deep improaaion on the most intelligent class 
of Amerloan public men. They admire the 
(airneaa and the chivalry of the English 
praoUca, and ib is evidenb bhab they would 
like bo see tho men who form their own leg 
iaiaturos actuated by tho same spirit. This 
la what the San Francisco Chroniole in an 
article headed "Some Lbbbodb Fsoon Eog 
land " says on the subjeob : 
For iiutano% when the new Parliament of

withohb laying, for when was prfjudioe in 
any oountry fair and charitable 1 We very 
much fear thab thia race prejudica eiiats 
among the Frenoh-C&nadian popnlatiob 
of Qaebeo. Xhe words "Lea An- 
glais " ' have not in the minds of 
many Frenoh-Canadiaua any very pleasant 
aasociationa connected with them. The 
demugoguo in mauy of tho rural diatriots of 
Quebec finds nbuao of " Lss Anglais" 
acoept^'ible. The unpleasant things whiob 
he says and the foolish articles of low class 
or rab'd French-Canadian newspapera, are 
branalated and reproduced in the news- 
papers of Ontario and other provinces and 
aorve to keep alive and pothapa to intonaify 
race prejudices in Ontario. Tho same 
thing takea place with regard to inflam- 
matory speeobea and disparaging remarks 
regarding the Frenoh-Canadians which 
Ontario speakers and writera ollow them- 
selvos to utter and to write. They uro 
tranalatod into French ond repeated with 
variations and exaggorotiona at political 
gatherings in Quebec, and their effaot ia 
certainly nob to promote good feeling be- 
tween the men of the two raoes. 

Happily there ia a class, among the mem- 
born of which, in spite of tho miachief- 
makora of tho two nationalities in 
both Ontario and Quebec, this raoo 
prejudice does not exiat. The Eogliab- 
speakbg men belonging to ib know and ap- 
preciate the good qualities of the French 
Canadians, and its French members n-ive 
learned to value tho sterling virtues of tho 
mon of tho Anglo-Saxon and other English- 
speaking races. Those men are convinced 
that tho true cause of race prejudice in 
Canada Is beoause bhe men of the diiferenb 
raoes do not know each other well enough. 
When they are bettor acquointed they wil 
undoratand eaoh other better and like oaoh 
other more. This, indeed, may be said of 
race prejndioea generally.

Raoa prejadlusa are wonderfully strong, 
and ib ia ancprtsing to aee how general they 
are. In the matters of raoa andlnatlonality 

the people of nearly every country are 
phariacos. And tho phariaoeiam ia often of 
a very offenaive kind. On this continent 
tho dominant race looka upon almost every 
othor with a oontempb which ib takea very 
little paina to oonoeal. Xhe Anglo-Saxon 
rrgarda hlmsolf aa superior to all othere. 
Tho racea againsb which he ia moab strongly 
prejudioed ho designates by some niekname 
whioh ho intends to bo oontemptuoua. 

On this Paclfio Coast the Chinaman ia 
generally dospisod. Ho ia treated with un- 
diaguiaed cootampt. No white man is so 
low that he does not look down upon John 
Chinaman. Xha very boya on the street 
treab him wibb oontnmely. In his own 
country tho Chinaman retarns thia oon- 
tompt with interest. With tho great bulk 
of the Chineao in thoir native oountry, the 
white man or European is regarded as hard- 
ly human, Ea is a "foreign devil," a 
"pig," and at beat an "oataIdeb»barian." 
Those who know the Cbineae find out that 
there ia a great deal of hnman nature about 
a Chinaman and that he is nothing like ao 
contemptible aa thoao who do nob know him 
and who hato him, chiefly bocauao ho ia not 
of thoir raoo, believe him to bo. 

It needs no one to toll Eogiiahmon and 
Europeans generally that the Chinese csti- 
mtts of white men is absurdly nsjasb and 
erroneous In every way, and if ib were not 
for the serious conseqaenoes ib produces, it 
ia BO grotecquely abaurd as to be laugh- 
able. It ia very properly attributed to ig- 
norance, an ignorance which appears to be 
Invincible, 

The Japanese are not so cordially dis- 
liked by the white men of this continent aa 
are bhe Chinese, Bat it cannot bo said that 
bbay are either liked or admired by the 
great mass cf tho people. Like the China- 
man, the "Jap" Uvea cheaply and will 
work for low wages. His waya, too, are 
not like the ways of white men, and conae- 
quontly he la nob bo be oounbenanced. Ho 
muat bo kept out of tho oountry if it is poa- 
aiblo, and wbonhe is in it ho ia not to bo 
treated as an c(jub1. ThoBo who know tho 
Japanoae in their own country say that 
there are many fine traita in their ohnractor. 
There is bhis to bo said about tho Japanese : 
their prejudioea against Europeans, if they 
have any, are not strong, or like those of tho 
Chinese offensively exhibited. They,bosideB, 
dc their best to imitate Europeans in almost 
ovorything, and wo know that imitation 
is the sinoereat iliittery. We may aay in 
passing, that! although the .Japanese and 
the Chinese are suoh near neighbors, and 
although they resemble each other in so 
many partioalars, there ia no love lost be- 
tween them. 

Then tho raco prejudice of thia continent 
ia not all equandored upon Aeiatlca. Wo 
have somo to spare for Europeans, Italians, 
for instance, of the laboring class, are 
despised and disliked by the average Ameri- 
can, and even the Canadian finds ib hard to 
tolerate them. Ho calls them oontemptu- 
oualy " Dagoa," and hs attrtbutOB to them 
many unlovely habits and unpleasant) pecu- 
liarities. Ib ia most likely that tho Italian 
has as low an opinion of those who treat him 
with oonbempbaa they have of him. Hatred 
and contempt) are quite aa often reoipro- 
catod as aflfoction and goodwill. Thon 
tho Amorican worklogman dialikoa tho 
Hungarian almost as much as be does 
the Italian, Tho only foreigners that tho 
Anglo-Saxon of tbia continent cheerfully 
toleratea are the Germana and Soandina- 
virtns. This may be beoauae they are, ao to 
apeak, hia own first ooueins. 

To oomo nearer homo. Thoro is a largo 
claan of Canadians who have and who oulti- 
vato a strong prejudice against thoir coun- 
trymen of French extraction. They don't 
like the Frenobman and they don't want to 
like him. Thfg prejudice is by no means 
oonfinod to Ontario. It exists among tho 
English-speaking population of Quebec. 
Theae people say hard things about tho 
French' Canadians, and they like to hear 
bard things aald of bhom. Ibab tiiey 
are nojaab in many of their jedgmenta goes 



LWADBN-FOOTKD JUSTICE. 

People on this side of tho national boun- 
dary lino look upon tho way in which tho 
Durranb trial is progrosalng aa moab extraor- 
diaary. Xhey oannob understand how it 
can poasibly bake more than fonr weeks to 
choose a jury of twelve men. Ib would re- 
quire a very little change in the procedure 
of tho San Francieoo court to make the 
selection of a jury abaolutoly impoeaiblo. 
Canadians cannot help thinking that if a 
British jadge were on the Bench lawyers 
would nob be allowed to trifle with the Court 
in the way in which they have done in this 
oaao. It surely oannot be the intention of 
the law to throw obstaolea that, aooording 
to proeenb appearances, are nearly ineuper- 
able in tha way of bringing an imporbanb 
criminal oase to trial. A judge who wanted 
hia court bo be really whab ib is supposed 
to ba— a court of justice — would, it 
might be thought, have found somo means 
of doing away with most of the objections 
that are raised to prevent men of good re- 
pute and ordinary inteiligenoa being select- 
ed as jurymen, Surely it ia not ao diifionlb 
as the procasdlogs in bhia case would make 
it appear, to find in San Franclaoo twelve 
good men and true to try this roan Dnrrant 
fairly. 

Tho way in whioh tho nowspapora pub- 
lish what purports to ba evidence, and the 
freedom thsy exeroiaeineommenttngnpon ib, 
are nob oalonlabed to facilitate the choice of 
jurymen or to promote the ends of jnatioe. 
Ib would be hard for bhe man who reads the 
San Francisco nowapapera to go into tho 
jurybox with nn unljiasaod mind. There 
auroly should be eome restraint on tho press 
in the publication of what is oalled news 
with regard bo oaaoa that are pending. A 
good many foolish things, we know, have 
been said and wribten about trial by news- 
paper, bub some paina might be taken by 
editors notjcu prejadico tho publio mind for 
or againsb the acouaed in auoh serioua cases 
aa the one under consideration. 

It is just possible bhab the California 
court may " get bbere" in time, bob it ia so 
long about it and the ohancaa of failure 
seem to be so many that wo are not very 
greatly aurprised when thoao immediately 
interested in persons who havo been mur- 
dered, doBpairing of having juatico done in 
the regular manner and according to the 
law of the land, do as they did at Eilens- 
borough, Oregon, bhe other day — take upon 
thomaolves tho power of treating those 
wliom thoy believo to bo tho murdorera 
aooordiog to their deaerta. There ia no 
surer way, it Booma to ua, of bringing courts 
of juatico Into centonipt than proceedings 
suoh as are now going on in the Dnrrant 
case.

Professor Triiice, Dominion Fisheries 
CJommisslouer, Talks With ih? 
Salmon Camiers. 

Gathering luforiuatiou That Will Help 
to Extend and Protect the 
Fisheries- 



Prof. Piinoe, oommiaaioner of fiaherlea 
for the Dominion, who ia on the Coaat in- 
quiring into the fiahiog reaouroea of the pro- 
vince, particularly in relation to the ealmoD 
canning indnatry, la in town. Yeaterday be 
bad in the rooma of the Board of Trade 
fta informal meeting with the oannere 
and their representatives to hear their viewe 
on varioaa aubjeota and to obtain auf^gea- 
tlona in regard to the preaervation of the 
food fiahea and the increaae of the fishing in- 
dnatry. Mr. R. P. Rlthet, M.P.P., oaou- 
pled the ohalr, among thoae preaent being 
Meaara. Thoe. Ladner, J. H. Todd, M. 
Trotter Johnson, G. A. Kirk (Turner, 
Baeton & Co.), Thoa. Earle, M.P., Lieut. - 
Col. Prior, M P., and Cuptain Gaudln. 

Mr. Rithet in opening the proceedinga 
expressed bis pleasure at meeting Prof. 
Prinoe, and as that gentleman was so well 
qualified to make an ioqalry Into the fishing 
Industry bis vtsili would no doubt be pro- 
duotive of good results. For some years 
past the oanners, he said, had been anxious 
for jnab suoh a visit as Prof. Prinoe was now 
paying, andtbe hoped that Iti would be bene- 
nolal te all parties, 

Mr. Todd echoed Mr. Kithot'a remarks, 
and oxproBacd tho hopa that what Prof. 
Prlnoo would aeo would oonvlnoo him 
that the oannera wore right in their conten 
tlon that tho aalmon ou tbia coast were dif- 
ferent In their habits from thoao in other 
parts of tho worlil. The cannors all aimed 
at the Bamo tbicg — to preaervo tho industry, 
which was one of groat imporCanco. All 
the requests of the oannera bad been made 
with that object. For hia part he was atill 
of the opinion that what waa wanted waa to 
raiae the price of tho fiahing license to $2G, 
for the purpose of ualng tbe money to in- 
crease the salmon hatcheries. 

Prof. Prinoe then proceeded to take up 
certain points npon which he desired to bear 
from tbe oannera. Referring briefly to the 
aturgeon of the Fraeer river, he said be aup 
poaed that perhapa lb was oatalde of the 
baaineea in which tbe oannera were Intorest- 
ed, and therefore he might pass it over. 

Being aaaured by tho chairman that any 
thing in connection with fishery development 
was of intorcat as well as of benefit; to the 
province. Prof. Prince shortly apoko about 
l;be aturgeon and ita value. For two con 
turlea Bueala bad carried on the sturgeon 
fiatiery with great advantoge to the country, 
in oontraat to the Amorioan methods which 
had practically depleted their watera. The 
Americana were now looking with keen eyea 
at our rivers, both in British Columbia, in 
New Brunswick, and in other provincea. 
People here did nob fully reallza the 
value of the aturgeon and there hud 
been some grumbling because foreign 
companies had nob been allowed to pur- 
sue their destruoblve metbods of fishing on 
tbe Fraser. Aa an instance of what value 
the aburgeoB poaseaaed he might mention 
caviar; wbyahould not British Columbia 
produce caviar quite as good a« that ^hich 
Rnisia pub upon the market? Iben the 
flesh of Uie stnrgeoa, when smoked, was In 
large demand in Mew York and in other 
large cities. leinglaas waa obtained 
from the aturgeon ; a valuable oil 
waa alao produced from lb, and waa uaed 
for the preparation of Rusala leather 
Tbe spinal cord, dried, waa coneidered a 
great luxury by tbe Chinese ; and good 
fertllizera could be made from tho offil 
There waa no true bono in tho aturgeon, and 
all the gelatinous matter in the fish was 
good for making glue. Tbe Ruaalan rivers 
could not produce anything like aa fine fiah 
aa did Britiah Columbia, bo that there waa 
no reaaon why this province should not com 
pete with tho Rusalana. The burbarouB 
method of putting down biro hooka at the 
bottom of tho river was highly destructive, 
for probably half of the fisb escaped after 
being badly Injured. Very strong drift neta 
be believed might be uaed with advantage, 
but tbe sturgeon muab be fiabed for in cer 
tain placea In the river which were their 
hannta. 

Lobatera wore next disouBBod,Prof. Prince 
stating that they oould only be placed in 
bays where the water waa not too deep, 
Proper localitiea wonld have to be found 
before It would be wise to endeavor to Id- 
troduoe lobsters here with any hope of anO' 
oessfnl results. 

The gentlemen present assured Prof. 
Prince that suitable pUoee could be found 
on tbe ooast, and several were mentioned, of 
wbioh he took note. 

Speaking of oysters, Prof. Prince said that 
it would be well, before introducing Bist 
em oyetera, to have neoeaaary regulations 
made, so that they should nob be moloatcd 
There were two important points aa to tho 
places where thoy should bo planted. 
JJealdefl, 80 little waa really known hero re- 
garding tlio mode of spattiog that this must 
be settled first. Moreover, oysters in difFor- 
ent parts of the world difldrod very widely 
in their methods of reproduction. 

Hatcheries being muntioned, Mr. Ladner 
reiiittiliiul I'niil it waa ridiculous for anyone 
to Bay that tho salmon hatcbories had not 
been a succosb. 

Mr. Tod<l thought the caunera would be a 
unit in saying that tho hatchory had been 
beneficial, but ho believed lb should be 
placed nearer to where tbe fish spawned — 
on the Harriaon river, for iuntunoo. 

What} waa oonaidered tho best kind of 
salmon to propagate, Prof. Princo in(juired. 

Tho red spring salmon, eookeye and the 
Columbia river " tyoe " wore recommend- 
ed by several of those present. 

In reply to Mr. Rithet, Prof. Prinoe said 
he oonaidered that tbe hatcheries on the 
whole were very safeisfaotory. As far as the 
Fraser river was concerned certainly good 
resnlta had been obtained. 

Mr. Rithet thought tbe pack tbia year 
bad sufficiently proved the benefit of a 
hatchery. 

(The establiabmenb of other hatcheries waa 
reoommanded and a number of rivers were 
mentioned aa suitable places. 

Prof. Prinoe believed thab the Skeeoa riv- 
er waa tho case that at preaent demanded 
tho moat urgent abtentlon. Ho gave aa bla 
opinion that the absonoo of aockoyoa In sev- 
eral of the tributaries of tbe Hkeona rcBulled 
from tho aalmon olwaya returning not only 
to the rivers, but to tho vary tributaries of 
those rivora In which they wore spawned. 

Mr. Trotter Johnson suggested that if 
aalmon were taken earlier for tho hatchery, 
tho runa of fiah in the Fraair would come 
earlier. 

The length of net to bo uaed waa doxC 
apoken of, tho opinion of tho cannora being 
that tho hkeona fishornien should be al> 
lowod to UBO » 200-fathom not, while IGO 
fathoms waa long enough for the Fraser. 

The introduction cf whitnGab being 
brought up by Prof. Prinoe, Mr. Todd In- 
formed him that In Lso hy Haohe there 



were fine wbltcfiah. Shawnigan, Sooke and 
other lakea wore mentioned aa suitable 
(..laces in which to introduce that fish. 

Mr. Eirle, the Cnairman, Li. -Col. Prior 
and nthera hoped that there would be no 
pruhiliitioii ugtiiiHt CKtchiug salmon In the 
Silt water duriog tho winter months. Thoy 
pointed out that tbe fish were then only 
uaed for local supply and were not oangbt 
with nota. 

Mr. Lidner auggoated that the govarn- 
menb ahould give a bouua to any company 
that wou'd take hold of the manufacture of 
guano on tho Fraetir and would handle all 
the oiTal from tho canneries. 

Mr. Todd Siid Mi cannery was prepared 
to give away the cITaI fiee and pay §200 for 
taking it away. 

Much general disouaaion on the varioua 
toplca was engaged in and lb was nearly six 
o'clock beforo tbe meeting closed. 

A vote of bhanka was pisaed to Professor 
Prlnoo, and in replying he remarked that hia 
object waa to study tbe wholo quoation from 
a Bcientific, and, therefore, a rational 
atandpoinb. This province was new 
ground to him and he had per- 
aonally learned a good deal during 
thla hia preliminary visit. Ho was, he said, 
greatly indebted to tbe oannera and others 
for their aealstance, and when he went back 
to Ottawa would place before tho Minister 
of Marine and Fisberiea the varioua matters 
that had oomo up ao thab they might bo 
dealb with in an intelligent way that would 
not only aid the fishing induatry, bub duly 
proceot the fish, for without fiah there would 
be no fishing iadnstry. He felt confident 
that the government would do much in the 
future to forwardi as far as possible, the 
fishing indnatries of British Columbia. 

Prof. Prlnoo leaves to day on the Quadra 
to visit diflferenb plaoea on tho coast and will 
return in a few daya.

THE YUKON COUNTRY. 

Opporlunltlea OllereU by It Materially Mis- 
represented— SappUes Very Dear— A llan 
Without Heans Lncky to Get Out. 

S, Prbz, who loft Victoria last April tor 
the Yukon minoa, returned yeaterday, hav- 
ing come down from St. Mlohaol's on tho 
Excelsior. To a Colonist roproaentativo ho 
aaid thab the mines of tho Yukon wcro con- 
alderably niierepreaented in the reports 
given to the public. lb waa quite true that 
laab year one man went out with SKI, 000 
and another with §4,000, bub. the groat 
majority did not seouro enough dust to pay 
their bills at the trading company's stores. 
Mr. Prlnz and a party of young men wont In 
by the way of the Chilcat Pass, which ia 
a trying and boictrdouB trip until after tbe 
aummit is reached, when travel Is compar- 
atively easy. They crossed over In May 
laat ; the heat time Is March, for at that time 
sleighing ia good and freighting much 
cheupor. The baainesa of the river Is done 
chitiiy at Forty-Mile Creek on the Canadian 
aide, and Circlo City on the AUaka aide of 
the boundary. Wages for meobanica at 
Circlo City, where huildlnga were being 
erected, were $5 per day, while minora re- 
ceive §10 per day. However, the prlcaa of 
proviaiona are so high thatealarioa are eaten 
up in living. Bacon, for Instance, ia OOo. 
per pound. Tho mounted police, under 
Chiof Conatantino, are aafety housed in their 
barracks at FortCudahy, which la Iramodi- 
ately opposite the town of Forty Mile 
Creek. In tho passage to Sb. Michael's tho 
steamer bonvcying the troops from Seattle 
waa caught for ten days among tbe icebergs 
bub got out safply. 

In Mr. Prlnz'a opinion none but thoso hav- 
ing some capital should go to the Yukon 
minea. Tho firat aoason la principally apont 
in eetabllablng a beadquartcra, and tho 
ground ia hard to proapoct, lb being frozen 
solid a foob from tbe eurfaoe, ao that ib will 
take two and perhaps three years in which to 
make any money. A man wibhout meana ia 
principally working for the company, and ia 
lucky to ba able to get out again. There ia 
no queation about there boing plenty of gold 
in tbe country, bub ib will take the effort of 
coiibinod capital to aeoure any really advan- 
tugeoua results. 

Moose Creek, diacovered last fall, is being 
prospco'.ed this year, bat tbe reanlta are not 
yet known. Many have returned from It 
broke. 

Throe and a half weeks were ooeupled in 
the trip from Forty-Mile Creek to St. 
Michael's And thenoe to Port Townsend, 
about the best tims yet made from tbe 
Yukon, 



8DNDAY CONCBETS.

La place of tho concert ab 
ISoaoon Hill ilosecrntitJt' tho SaV.luth, it is 
in reality the " Mysterious Aasoolation " 
lhat dcaecratoB tho Subbath, by changing 
the name from tho Bovonth day to tno firut 
and setting up the rival day of tho Sun and 
honoring tho falao prophet in place of the 
Sabbath of tho fourth commandment. I 
refer the " Mystoiioua Aosooiation " to tho 
fourth oommandmoub as ib gives tho true de- 
finition of tho Sabbath, and is proof positive 
and can be rolled on. What proof can the 
aaaooiation give of Sunday being tho Sab- 
bath '! The legislature ia their stronghold, 
aa they have no scriptural proof. A little 
more light on the subject might help along 
the mualc. Justice.

The Story of How tlie " Walter A, 
Earle" Was Lost la 
Mutely Told. 



Bodies of the Indian Grew Found 
Floatins: In the Cap- 
sized Hulk. 



Although the story of how the Walter A 
Earle was lost in the awful storm of E ister 
Sundoy may never bo told by one of tho ill- 
fitod crew, tho mystery of that memorable 
tragedy has been dispelled, and thu.t in a 
most unooQimon manner. The wreok itself 
has completed ita journey Into an Alaskan 
port, and the bodies of a majority of the 
Iit*;lo company that went wich the ship to 
the ioiliug have bjen found in her, 
to mutely tell the story of how thoir fate 
came upon them. The hulk when last boco, 
on April 15 or ihereabonts, was in a position 
to bo carried slowly northward by the tides ; 
three months later id was found not far from 
Ounalaska by Iho steamer Francis Catting, 
and was by direction of Captain Thomas, of 
that vessel, taken in tow to port. 

From the date of Captain McLean's view 
of the turn((i*t«rtle craft until the Cutting'i 
kokout sighted the derelict, no definite ro 
port of it had been obtained. It had been 
slowly drifting northward, battered and 
beaten by tho waves, but still defying them 
to break ita sound timbers, and was gener- 
ally so well preserved apparently that before 
the boat bad been lowered and tho name 
plainly made oat, the Cutting'a people had 
no tboaght of their diaoovery proving to bo 
the Enrle. A greater enrprite awaitc d them 
when on bringing their prize into pore it was 
with dliHjuUy righted and an inspection 
made. 

Thero, huddled together in the foreoaatle, 
their quarters, were found elevqn faat de- 
caying bodies ; long sinco beyond iaentifi 
cation, but evidently the remains of tho 
maj ority of the Indians who formed the com 
pleuioat of expert hunters. Iho story of 
the awful catastrophe was then for the tirst 
time ihoroughly undors'oid by tho Northern 
navigators. 

In the fnftrful ttirm the Indians, beoom 
ing mad with terror, had rushed into the 
foreoasole — In which thoir quarcere were 
aialgned. Tho bravo crew outside had tried 
to manago the helpless vessel, which may 
have already lost her rudder, as it was gone 
from tho wreok. They had been swept into 
tho sea by the fury of tho storm and sank 
without the least chance to save themselves; 
the imprisoned Isdlans wore in still greater 
[>e il, und w-hen the boat turned completely 
ovp.r they were drowned without even the 
remote chance allowed to those in open air 
The ballast was resting almost against the 
dack, and prevented all possibility of escape 
for th) bodies — alive or dead. So the 
Indians perished in the ship whioh waa to be 
their fl lating oofSn for thrss loon i/ionths. 

Whether or noo toe sealakloa forming thn 
catch of the ill-atarrod sealer werealso foutd 
with ber hulk ia nob atated iti the advices ol 
the strange afi'air. Theas were brought to 
Seattle early Wednesday morniog by tho 
steam schooner Excelsior, which ^ben com- 
pleted her last trip ot the aeason. Tho 
probability is, however, that nothing of 
value was obtained from tho wreok. lo is 
Itself so mnoh destroyed by the action of 
tho waves that it will bo left to rot on tho 
baaoh at Kodisk, whero it now lies. Not 
far away tho unrecogniziblo bodies share a 
common grave.

She Goes tu Fleces On a Northern 
Bock and Is a Total 

Loss- 

Captain locke aud His Crew Safe— 
The Sealskins Also 
Secured. 

Seaman Charles Nelson and cabin boy 
Arthur Cox, of the Viotoria aealing achooner 
Brenda, arrived home by 'the City of King- 
stoi last oveniug : C.tptaia Looko, of the 
samo schooner, will arrive to-day. Thoir 
vescol, whioh sailed fur the sealing 
on January 15, makes one more of the 
wrecks whioh tossiog on northern aeaa or 
wUtesing on northern ahorea tell of the 
riaka and dangera by whioh the proaeontlon 
of the eealing industry is attended. The 
bhrofl are fortunately not the only survivora 
o' thia laab disaster ; all lives, as well as the 
sealskin oargo. Were saved, and with the ex 
caption of the three men named all have 
now roahipped in tho north on others of the 
sealing lliet. Tho Captain and his two eom- 
panious came down from tho scene of their 
trying experience by tho Excolsior, whioh 
has just arrived in Seattle, and tho record 
of thoir adventures ia thus concisely given 
in tho Post-Inbelligencor : 

" Capb. E. S Locke, of tho Bronda, pre- 
sorved his log book, whioh gives a very 
minute account of the movements of his ves- 
sel since leaving Victoria January 15. Ho 
sailed to Honolulu, reaobing there February 
8, and, landing one passenger, passed on to 
Yokohama, On the way the eohooner Annio 
E Paint waa spoken. Yokohama waa 
reaohetl Maroh 1 1, and on the 19:b the vea- 
sol started north. Near Mela head on 
March 23 one of the crew dialooated his 
shoulder and tho Brenda returned him to 
a hospital ab Yokohama, ,and Bailing again 
Mirch 26 the vessel was soon in the sealiifg 
grounds. By the last of June nearly 000 
skins were secured. The supply of water 
was exhausted and for two days Capb. Locke 
cruised around tho islands trying to locate a 
supply for his famishing crow. Ho, with a 
boat's crew, rowed to the land twice, ab dis- 
tances of eighb and ten miles, respectively, 
and secured but a few buckets of water, 
whioh was only enough for prosonb needs. 

" While tacking up tho Straita of Little 
Curill, off Ottomier bay, tho vessel struck 
upon a rook, which the chart does not show. 
•She stood solid and both anchors were 
dropped and sails lowered. By that time a 
gale had aprung op, the woathor having 
been fine before. A boat was pub out and 
tho crew mado two attenipta lo lower the 
kedgo anchor to windward, but without sue- 
cosa. As tbo schooner was pounding very 
hard, tho crow resorted to abooting off 
rookute lO attract the attention of any pass- 
ing vessel. A small light waa aeen over in 
Ottomier bay, but ita cause waa not learned. 
By 6 a.m., July 2, the Brenda waa on her 
beam ende and a kedge anchor waa pot out 
aaturn to prevent awtnglng around on any 
other rocks at high tide, 

"The captain then went ashore to a set- 
tlement, which was found to consist of two 
Japanese in a mud house, to got assistance, 
while tho hunters and crow camped upon 
the beaoh, Ab 11 p.m. tho vessel was 
pulled off on tho tide, bub was uaable to 
bold up against the swell, and by July 3 she 
hiA struck another lodge, and was in a more 
perilous position thm before. Oo boam 
ends and broadside toward the swells, her 
port sido was crushed in and the forefoot 
and keel were gono. It was impossible to 
get off, and had lb been poasiblo sho could 
nob have gone aoywhero in deep water. 
Tho crew stripped the sails and rigging, 
saved tho guns, a part of the ammunition, 
food, clothing, and 881 skina. ' Tb'e vessel 
rolled with tho inoreaaing heavy swells of 
July 4 and began leakiog. 

" On July 5 both the s'chb'bnerii Geneva 
and Ocean Belie appeared, and _eacb took a 
p irb of the crew to Attdn iaiand. ' Two of 
ihe'oWw'deollned'tb' leave the' oatiip of the 
3at)9, One waa Charles Gibson, a' 'aeaman, 
ard'the"otbor a Japanefip cook. Finding 
that perstiasion had no iffoct, Capt;, Locke 
left them with a good supply of provisions. 
They expect to go to .lupan on tho first 
paising schooner. Larding at .'V'.tou is'and, 
600 miles from the Hoene of tho wreck, tho 
orew and cargo worn oivrrleil hy theBchocno' 
Agnea McDonald 700 miles more to Unalat- 
ka, which waa reached July 27. The Bron- 
da'a orew, oxoepting the three who re-

Tho 8ohootier when ahe struck waa 
proceeding very oiiutioualy, and the little 
rook putoh nn which tho fino eohooner had 
ultimately to be abandoned, does not appear 
to be marked on any of the charts. Had tho 
woathor held fair after tho going on, Capt&ln 
Looko would very probably have got the 
Brenda oil ; as it wag ho did all a good aea- 
man could to safeguard the intereata of hie 
owners. Tho aobooner, though claiming 
Viotoria aa her homo port for eonio time past, 
waa registered in Sbelbourne, N.S., where 
ahe was built in 1890, aod was the property 
of Joseph W. Feppett, of North Sydney, 
C.U. She waa represented here by R. P. 
Kithet & Co., Ltd., and was Insored for 
312,000. Upon bw aettlskin a<irgo, trans- 
ferred to the Geneta, thero waa an addi- 
tioDal Insurance of $10,000.
